This is a decision on the petition filed on August 8, 2008, to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment in the above-identified 
application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely and 
properly respond to the final Office action mailed on January 14, 
2008, which set a three (3) -month shortened statutory period for 
reply. On March 14, 2008, an amendment after final rejection was 
filed. On April 2, 2008, an Advisory Action Before the Filing of 
an Appeal Brief was mailed, stating that the reply filed on March 
14, 2008 fails to place the application in condition for 
allowance. Notice of Abandonment was mailed on August 6, 2008. 

Petitioners aver that a Request for Continued Exanimation (RCE) 
was timely filed by facsimile on April 12, 2008. In support, 
petitioners submitted with the petition a copy of the RCE 
allegedly filed. The RCE bears a Certificate of Mailing or 
Transmission dated April 12, 2008, signed by petitioner's 
registered patent practitioner, James Marc Leas. The petition is 
also signed by attorney Leas and states that applicant filed an 
RCE on April 12, 2008. A copy of the sending unit's receipt as 
well as the USPTO Auto-Reply Facsimile Transmission report, 
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showing receipt of three (3) pages on April 12, 2008, has also 
been supplied. 

Any petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment based on a 
Certificate of Transmission by facsimile must include the 
following requirements : 

(1) A copy of the original response bearing a signed 
Certificate of Transmission which includes the 
date of signing; and 

(2) A statement under 37 CFR 1.8(b)(3) attesting to 
the personal knowledge of transmitting the original 
response on the date indicated on the Certificate of 
Transmission (see 37 CFR 1.8 and MPEP 512). 

As the petition is signed by practitioner Leas, the person who 
signed the Certificate of Transmission, the petition is construed 
as satisfying item (2) above. 

As petitioners have provided convincing evidence that a proper 
response to the final Office action was transmitted to the USPTO 
on April 12, 2008, the showing of record is that a response was 
timely filed, and there is no abandonment in fact. Any 
inconvenience caused to applicant is regretted. 

The holding of abandonment is withdrawn , and the notice of 
abandonment is vacated .
